externally threaded surface at the other end; and" and the deletion of lines 10-13. 



Continuation of 1 3. Other: Claim 1 , line 7, before "handle portion", insert -a- for clarity. Similarly, claim 1 1 , line 7, before "handle 
portion", insert --a- for clarity. Please note again, claim 7 does not accurately reflect previous claim 7 as filed in the 1 1 July 2005 
amendment. Proper use of brackets and deletions is respectfully requested for clarity of the record. With respect to claim 5, consistent 
terminology must be used for "the intermediate handle portion" (line 3). Also, in claim 5, line 4, it appears the "curved portion" IS the 
"elongated intermediate portion". Also, confusion arises between the "externally threaded surface" (claim 1 , line 8) and "an outer 
elongated portion at the other end" (claim 5, line 5). At least there should be some structural relationship between both these elements. 
Note, the references to Locklear 2004/0064909 and Belsky 2,764,774 are suggestive of the limitaitons set forth in claim 1 . 
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
